Governor W. Lee O'Daniel 
said today he accepted full 
responsibility for the aston- 
ishing tax proposal he had 
made to the legislature and 
asserted reaction had been 
very favorable. 


Addressing a joint session yes 
terday, 24 hours after he was 
Inaugurated, he recommended a 
"transaction" tax of 1.6 per cent 
as the best means to solve the 
state's old age pension and other 
financial problems. 


He would submit the tax propo- 
sition, together with a pension lib- 
eralization plan and a proposal to 
abolish the ad valorem tax for 
state purposes, in 
constitutional 
amendment to be voted on June 3. 
The tax, oh virtually every form 


of commercial transaction, with 
few exceptions, .would yield ap- 
proximately 
$45,000,000, he 
esti- 
mated In his message, but at the 
same-time he declared that if the 
ad valorem tax was abolished 
state revenue would be cut $20,- 
000,000 and the actual Increase In 
taxes would bo $25,000,000. 
In a press conference, O'Daniel 
said the amendment resolution and 
an enabling bill, which, observers 
agree are beautifully and skill- 
fully drafted, had been prepared

Back of Wallace's proposal was 
a broad hint, farm officials said, 
that unless other countries joined

almost twice as much as is nor- 
mally consumed in a year, hag 
depressed prices. Half of this sup- 
ply is American cotton. 


Farm officials said that world 
prices would bo considerably low- 
er now except for tho American 
cotton program, embracing pro- 
duction control and 
withdrawal 


of 11,000,000 bales from market 
channels under government loans. 
To the extent this program bol- 
stered 
world prices, they said, 
growers in Egypt, Brazil, Indian, 
China and other cotton countries 
have benefltted. 
On tho other hand, they declar- 
ed, tho American loan program 
has tended to give foreign pro- 
ducers an advantage In world mar- 
kets, Exports from other coun- 
tries have gone up, this season 
while those of tho United State*

Anderson was lodged In the coun- 
ty jail by Constable W. G. Ivey 
Monday night on a capias issued by 
Judge C, A. Stccle of Rlchland, pre- 
cinct 6. The capias was on a charge 
of alleged disturbance of the peace 
near Rlchland recently, 
Anderson attacked the legality of 
the proceeding in three counts: 
First: That Judge C. A. Steele of 
Rlchland was a first cousin of the 
defendant. 
Second: That the justice court 
waa not In session according to

Love of pets la a fine thing, but If every lover of 
animals realized that a properly enforced mini- 
lint law could wipe out rabies, the lives of many 
animals, as well ai hitman lives, would be saved. 


ablet (or hydrophobia) Is an acute, and rapidly fatal, ln-\ 


'fectlous disease, most common In dogs, but often found ln> 
cats, wolves, foxes and coyotes. 
The Infectious agent, from the saliva. Is carried. Into the flesh 
of the bitten animal or person. This poison travels by nerves 
and spinal cord Into the brain. Development of the disease 
varies greatly, anywhere from two weokR to two yearn. 
When a person Is bitten by ANY nnlmnl, DO NOT kill the 
anlmnl to have the head examined — this Is a fairly good 
method, but not certain. It Is far safer to pen the animal 
up and take good care of It for at least ten days. If the animal 
lives, there Is no danger from rabies; If the animal dies, give 
the person who was bitten treatment against rabies. There 
Is no danger o( rabies developing In ten days, while observing 
the suspected animal, unless the person is bitten about the 
neck or head. In this case, start treatment at once, while 
observing the animal. If It liven ten days, stop treatment; 
If It dies, continue treatment.

nities." 


Amendment Not Necessary 


In assorting that the situation 


could be remedied by legislative 
action, Mr. Roosevelt aligned him- 
self with those legal students who

amendment Is not necessary to 
permit the'state and federal gov- 
ernments reciprocally to tax in- 
come and security revenues paid 
out by them. 


He based his argument on the 


constitutional clause providing for 
taxes on "Income from whatever 
source derived."

gress, "for almost all citizens to 
understand why a 
constitutional 


provision permitting taxes on 'in- 
come for whatever source derived' 
does not mean

whatever
